Cuerry’s Comedy of The Soldier's Daughter was performed at this 
Theatre last night, when the character of the Widow Cheerly iutro- 
duced another fair aspirant for histrionic fame in the person of 
Miss Mordaunt, who has already, we understand, obtained consider- 
able reputation as a votary of Thalia, at several Provincial Theatres. 
She has a light, but elegant figure ;—her features are delicately small 
and pretty; end her eyes dark and sparkling. Her voice is rather weak 
for so large a ‘Theatre, and her delivery is a little tinctured with af- 
fectation. Her conception of the character was correct, and her per- 
formance, though not marked by any extraordinary degree of excel- 
leuce, was on the whole pleasing and lady-like. She was received ina 
most flattering manner, and her-last speech, which makes an appeal 
to the audience, was loudly cheered. Mr. W. Farren made his first 
appearance this season on these boards asGavenorHeartall, and acted 
the kind-hearted, but choleric, old bachelor, with consummate skill ; 
he was warmly welcomed on his entré, and all his principal scenes 
were fervently applauded. That, in which he discovers in the vixen 
Widow,(as Ferret had painted her,) the charming daughter of his dear 
friend, Jack Woodley, and Lears her recount his Bengal adventures, 
his acting was beyond praise; indeed, throughout the part we never 
saw him act bei'er. We did not Jike Mr. Jones’s Frank Heartall ; his 
gaicty wanted fecling and warmth of heart, but he bustled through 
the part with his habitual vivacity. The serious parts of Jr. and 
Mrs. Malfort were exceedingly well performed by Cooper and Mrs. 
Fancit. J. Vining made a gentlemanly representative of Capt. Wood- 
ley, and Harley, though he is rather too mercurial for the character, 
played Timothy Quaint with much humor. The play was greatly ap- 
plauded, and its announcement for repetition on Tuesday was hailed 
with shouts of applause. 

In The Waterman, which followed the Comedy, Mr. Incledon ap- 
peared in a favorite part of his late father’s, Tom Tug,and sang the 
songs incidental to the part with great taste and sweetness; he was 
encored in ‘ The Jolly young Waterman,” and in the introduced song 
* The Bay of Biscay O, though not without much opposition. The 
Barletta of Jidas concluded ; it was well supported by all: Mr. Sia- 
clair’s Apollo is well known; last night he had to sing ‘ Pray Goody,’ 
three times, and ‘ The Mountain Maid’ twice.—'The house was quite 
full after half-price.
